The closest prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose the 
features of each of the independent claims, especially a first chain-retaining device for 
limiting curving of the chain assembly out of its linear orientation, when moving the 
urging towards the projectile delivery position, the first chain-retaining device being 
movable with the urging member from the projectile receiving position towards a 
position intermediate the projectile receiving and delivery positions, where the first 
chain-retaining device is retained from further movement.
